ELATED APPRECIATION. 

There is something significant in 
the attention that is now paid to the 
dead William Blake, artist. poet, mu- 
olan and philosopher. Arthur Sy- 
mons has juts given usa bulky biogra- 
phy; Swinburne’s apprecigtion has 
been republished after forty years of 
entire neglect; Gilchrist’s life of Blake 
has also made a reappearance, and 
we are reminding ourselves of the 
opinions of Charles Lamb and of Ro- 
setti, opinions that the literary world 
of their day thought hardly worthy of 
notice. The newspapers of Blake's 
time usually referred to him as an 


“unfortunate lunatic.” and even Lamd 


was not sure whether his rightful des- 
ignation should be “Hades or a mad- 
house.” Blake's own editor saw 
“something in his mind not exactly 
gane, and with the of his 
few friends and fewer disciples he 
went down to his death with no other 
recognition than that of ridicule and 
contempt.
